General living costs have con­ 
tributed much to the increase al­ 
though officials said that greater 
crime activity is disclosed by the 
statistic*. 
“The large increases in the coat 
for police service, criminal courts, 
correctional institutions and pro­ 
bation boards are presented in the 
financial atatlsties of the princi­ 
pal cities of United 
States,”

re [tort said. 
Court Costs Extra 
“The judicial costs are only par­ 
tially represented in expenditures 
of city governments* as criminal 
cost» in superior courts are gener­ 
ally a charge upon the state or 
county, the exception being in the 
cities having a population of more 
than 300,000 where they egerdie 
the ordinary function» of county 
government*.”

Needless to say thb) 
sort of work requires ,capital and time. 
The seeret of growth is expenditure. 
Members of the Junior Chamber, the majority 
Of the me 
Of the membership, are salaried men, working for 
employers who are happy to see their employes 
interested In building the city, but who are bound, 
sooner -or later, to tire of their employes being 
out on a civic job somewhere. Consequently, the 
Junior committee realizes that for more reasons 
than one that the work must be completed and 
completed in a hurry. 
The Junior committee goes forth with a goal 
of $10,000, a good deal of money in small sub­ 
scriptions. 
The membership is thoroughly sold 
on the canning plant idea, else they would not 
attem pt to sell the stock. 
The Juniors believe 
that in such enterprise lies the salvation of the 
farmer, providing a means for the farm er 
to 
arise from his financial difficulties, not all at 
once of course, but a substantial beginning which 
is likely to be the starting point towards a peak 
for Morgan county agriculture. 
At no place in the initial canvass were the 
Juniors received with other than eoartesy, they 
were given consideration, but they were told to 
return. 
This sort of business is entirely neces­ 
sary in some caaes, but the membership after all 
is not attem pting to make any profit out of the 
canning plant, hopes to derive nothing but good 
for the farm er of the county, the merchant of 
Decatur, improved products for county tables. 
The commerce workers haven’t the time to keep 
hammering at the project, the quicker the goal 
is reached the more satisfactory will it prove 
for all concerned.
